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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: On Pages 3-5 of the Applicants' remarks, 
applicants argue that a) Gross is related to increasing the yield of gasoline in an FCC process, while limiting the riser location level from 10 
to about 30 feet above the bottom for the injection point of the more refractory feed for cracking and Zhang is related to simultaneously 
increasing the yields of diesel oil and LPG, wherein a gasoline stock, and optional pre-lifting medium and a catalytic cracking catalyst are 
charged into the reactor, in the bottom of the reactor, b) The present claimed invention is directed to the FCC for mixed feedstocks using 
overall catalytic cracking conditions aiming at increasing the conversion into LPG at the expense of gasoline GLN and the total injection of 
feed B has to be at an injection point downstream of feed A, at a higher temperature and in a high dispersion degree, c) The injection 
conditions of feed B aimed at compensating the lower residence time resultant for cracking feed B along the reactor by a better dispersion 
of feed B in the injection. Examiner disagrees with the assessment because even though the intended use of the process of Gross might be 
different from the present process, the process of Gross still teaches the claimed process of producing LPG (Table 2, Total C4's and Total 
C3's by volume). Also, Gross reference does not limit the riser location level to 10 to about 30 feet (Column 2, Lines 62-68). Furthermore, 
the claimed Invention does not recite the location where the dispersion steam is being injected into the riser. The pre-lifting medium such as 
steam of Zhang is being used to reduce the residence time of the feed stream and to help in carrying the distillate oils upward in the riser 
reactor and at the meantime, increasing the dispersion of the feed stream. 
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
